ONDON, October 20.—Every one 
has been struck by the greatly 
increaseq height of women in re- 
cent years. It is quite common to see 
young girls of school age taller than 
their mothers, and often taller than their 

* fathers. i 

In any mixed crowé of men and women 
of the well-to-do classes the. women 
seem almost to ‘have the advantage of 
the men in point of stature. 

There are cynics, who say that this de- 
velopment is not real, but a work of art. 
It is fashionable to be tall, and to be 
in the fashion women work miracles 
in heels, “elevators,” arrangement of the 
. hair, and headress. | 

No doubt these aids are used to the 
full, and the average woman is an inch 
or two shorter than she really looks. 
Still; we have it on ‘the word of the an- 
hopometrists that.women of the present 
generation are so. much taller than their 
grandmothers ag to.constitute almost a 
new type. 

Unfortunately, women havé.not. re; 
ceived much attention’ from. these’ gen- 
tlemen in times past, and’ there is not 
a great dea] of statistical material from 
which to draw wnquestionable conclu- 
sions. As compared with grandmothers, 
for instance, how do women of the 
present day stand? 

We have only ordinary observation to 
go by, and, in making the comparison, 
it is necessary to allow both for the 
shrinkage in height of age—quite half 
an inch for a-woman of fifty—anq for the 
fact that elderly women do not wear 
such high heels as young women, or 
Gress their hair with a view to impress- 
ing by their height. 

But a measured comparison of daugh- 
ters of eighteen and twenty-two. with 
their mothers of thirty-eight and up- 
wards to fifty or fifty-five years has 
been made by Mr. Karl Pearson in a 
large number, of cases, and the results 
are quite astonishing. 

Little Mothers and Tall Daughters. 

There has been some difficulty in mak- 
ing these measurements. The height 
should, of course, be taken with the 
feet bare, but ladies have shown some 
Objection to taking off their boots. In 
such cases the measurement has been 
dockeg of one inch—not quite enough, 
perhaps, to neutralize the fasionable 
heel. 

As a result of his measurements Mr. 
Pearson says: “In height, and span, 
and length of arms the younger gener- 
ation is distinctly larger than the older, 
the son than the father, the daughter 
than the mother.”’ 

The increased height of the sons is 
surprising enough—namely an average of 
oné inch. But the daughters’ increase 
in stature over their mothers is really 
extraordinary—one inch and a half. 
And, when it is considered that neither 
the sons nor the daughters haq reached 
their full height at the time of the 
measurement, it looks as if we are likely 
to become as tall a race as the Pata- 
gonians in a shor; time. 

Among those measured under Mr. 
Pearson's superintendence, none of the 
younger generation exceeded twenty-two 
years, but woman's growth continues to 
the age of twenty-five and man’s to 
twenty-eight. 

The great mass of figures used in the 
calculations cannot be given; but the fol- 
lowing table of the relative sizes of 
mothers and daughters shows how great 
has been the improvement:

I am not sur- 
prised to hear she was thoroughly dis- 
gusted when she found tha¢. her hus- 
band had not been made a baronet or a 
baron, and at first said that she preferred 
to be known as “Mrs. Arthur Paget,” 
which shows she is a sensible wom 
and realizes it is really. infinitely mor 
chic to be the wife of a general than des- 
ignated “lady” because one is the consort 
of a common or garden knight! She 
is, however, too diplomatic a woman to 
show her feelings to the king, more es- 
pecially as, in time, very likely he will 
raise Géneral Paget a step higher in

We see that of the mothers who were 
under five feet high and decidedly small 
there were 198, but of the daughters 
only 87; on the other hand, of very tall 
mothers, say over five feet seven inches 
there were only 4!, while the number of 
daughters was 147.

What is the cause of this remarkable 
advance in stature? Most people 
ascribe it to the physical exercise craze 
which has taken the country by storm. 
But t¢here is probably something more in 
it. Food is better ang more plentiful, 
and people know more about the laws of 
health. 

Tight lacing has certainly declined: we 
have learned the advantages of clothing; 
al] parts of the body more warmly; open 
windows are far more common. Then 
there-is not so much disease among 
young children, and it is a well estab- 
lished fact that every attack of iliness 
checks growth. : 

Besides these causes, it is probable 
that more regard is now given than for- 
merly to the good health of the partner 
chosen in marriage. 

This last-is far the most important 
factor in the improvement of the race.

The reason women are smaller is 
that they stop growing at an earlier 
age. 

As a rule English girls of thirteen are 
taller than boys. But up to recently 
girls almost stopped growing at the age 
of seventeen, while boys continued for 
a couple of years longer. . After seven- 
teen girls seldom added more than half 
an inch to their height. But it appears 
that now they continue growing freely 
much longer. 

Telegraph girls in the postoffice, of 
whom several thousanyw were measured, 
showed an average height of five feet 
four inches at the age of seventeen, and 
five feet six inches at the age of nine- 
teen. It would appear that town life 
does not exercise the same evil influence 
on the stature of women as it does on 
that of men. Town girls, anyhow, are 
springing up. 

But townsmen are generally three or 
four inches shorter than countrymen, 
This was found to be the case with 
Sheffield as compared with rural York- 
shire, and in Glasgow and Edinburgh 
men compared with the agricultural la- 
borers of Scotland. As men are crowd- 
ing more and more to the towns, we are 
not unlikely to see a time when brothers 
and sisters, husbands and wives, will be 
much about the same height.

When early 
last June we attempted to secure home- 
ward passage, we found the ships sailing 
from Hamburg.

MI 
mention this experience in the hope that 
it may help some other traveler who 
finds himself in the same dilemma, for 
we not only secured satisfactory accom- 
modations on one of the North German 
Lioyd steamers, the Princess Irene, but 
head in addition an opportunity to see 
the most backward country in western 
Europe, the stronghold of the Moors 
during the middle ages and one of the 
great fortresses of the globe. 

From Paris to Madrid. 

A fast train makes the distance fron: 

Paris to Madrid in a little over a day, 
the only drawback being that {ft passes 
through the Pyrenees in the night. As 
we had remained tn Paris longer than 
we expected, we were deprived of a 
view of the mountain scnery and of the 
strmmer resorts of northern Spain. Morn- 
ing found in the very heart of Cas- 
tile. and landscape resembles some 
parts of The country is in the 
midst of the dry season and the graii 
having been gathered, the flelds look 
quite barren save for the vineyards, 
These ere numerous all over Spain, «nd 
the fact that Spain, like other 
colonizers. tried to make her colonies 
supriement her own products rather 
than compete with them. She forbade 
grape growing in Cuba, and in Mexico 
not only prohibited the culture of the 
vine. but the production of silk also, 
Sneaking of grapes, it is only fair to say 
that in this fruit, Spain cannot be sur- 
passed. Nowhere have We found grapes 
so abundant, so cheap or so delicious. 
At a Vienna hotel last June they were 
asking $3 for a cluster—probably raised 
in a hot house—that in August could be 
bought in Spain for 10 or ‘15 cents. The 
large white grapes exported to the 
I’nited States and sold as a juxury dur- 
ing the winter months are here within 
the reach of all. 
Ali along the railroad one sees prim- 
ive agricultural methods, The old- 
fashioned threshing floor is in common 
use, but instead of the flail they em- 
ploy a machine resembling a light disc 
harrow which is hitched to a pair of 
mules and drawn rapidly round and 
round. When the wheat is separated from 
the straw men go over the threshing 
floor and winnow out the wheat, the 
wind blowing away the chaff. We were 
informed that they had a prosperous year 
in the grain districts, but the stubble 
did not indicate ag heavy a crop as we 
raise in the United States. 


Madrid a Surprise. 

Madrid surprised us. It contains more | 
than half a million of inhabitants, is 
about 2,000 feet above the sea and is 
really a very attractive city. It is not an 
ancient city, being less than a thousand 
years old, but it has substantial blocks, 
a beautiful boulevard and a picture gal- 
lery one and a half centuries old. In 
the different galleries at Madrid are some 
of the best canvas of Velasquez and 
Murillo. 

As in all other Spanish countries, one 
finds here reminders of the national sport, 
the bull fight. Each city has its amphi- 
theater or circular bull pit, and it is often 
the most conspicuous building in the 
place; the fans—and in Spain the fan is 
omnipresent and often of great value—are 
ornamented with scenes from the bull 
fight and the bill boards blaze with an- 
nouncements of the next Sunday’s com- 
bat. The bull fight is probably a lineal 
descendant of the gladiatorial contests 
of Rome, a surviving relic of brutality 
which must disappear when Spain fol- 
lowh her northern neighbors in the 
adoption of universal education. At pres- 
ent her percentage of illiteracy is dis-/ 
gracefully large.

The chief of the district, who arrived 
on the spot with a detachment of Cos- 
sacks, assembled all the peasants sup- 
pcsed to have be@én concerned in the & 
fair, anq without making any investiga- 
tion, directed the priests to administer 
the last sacrament to them. 

The Cossacks were then ordered to beat 
the peasants to death. The scene of hor- 
ror lasted four hours, twenty-three peas- 
ants being killed and 130 receiving terri- 
ble injuries. 

The Gossacks became exhausted from 
their. work of brutality and compelliei 
other peasants to continue flogging their 
own fathers, sons and brothers. The 
men who were killeq were all innocent, 
the really guilty having fled before he 
arrival of the Cossacks.

§ Strachey,’ the scohlarly editor of 
The Spectator, one of the most in- 
fluential of high..glass. English weekly 
journals, and Colonel ‘A. W. Pollock, ‘an 
officer who has freed himself from the 
shackels of military traditions, are due 
the successful carrying out of an ex-' 
periment which may be destined fo work 
a revolutiog in the training and organi- 
zation of the military forces of the Brif- 
ish empire. They have -proved that it 
is possible by six months of rational train-' 
ing to make complete infantry soldiers: 
out of average raw récruits—men whom 
Sir John French, one of the ablest gen- 
erals in active service in the British army, 
has pronounced “quite fit’to take their 
place in the ranks with regular troops.” 
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1 And. this was no snap judgment... The 


opinion was expressed after the men had 
been under his vigilant eye for a week 
at Aldershot, participating in the ma- 
neuvers of seasoned soldiers of the reg- 
ular army. 

Heretofore it has been maintained by' 
the martinets of the war office that a 
man could not be put through the mili- 
tary hopper and turned out at the other 
end an efficient soldier in less than three 
years. | 

The success which has attended fhe 
experiment is of even greater interest 
to America than it is to England, be- 
cause America, to a much greater ex- 
tent fhan England, is dependent for her 
military stgength on an efficient citizen 
force, capable, should the necessity arise, 
of cooperating effectively with regular 
troops in the field. 
military attache was one of the keenest 
observers of the system of training em- 
ployed and was present at the formal 
disbandment of the company. 

The men had been in training only two 
months when fhe king, with that pene- 
tration and discrimination of judgment 
which enables him to realize what may 
prove to ‘be important movements, be 
their beginnings ever so small, commanded 
the company to appear before him at 
Windsor.

Colo- 
nel Pollock's secrets—if he had any— 
consisted in‘ bringing out the men’s in- 
dividuality, in eliciting their sense of 
initiative, in making them interested in 
their work and preventing them from 
becoming dull and stale by compelling 
them, as drill sergeants do, to do the 
same thing over and over again an enc- 
less number of times without knowing 
any reason for them.

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and not as human automatons. Every- 
thing superfluous in the training of sol- 
diers as ordinarly pursued in the Brit- 
ish army was eliminated. They had none 
of the usual housemaid’s work of the 
barracks and iackey work for officers to 
perform. The cooking, potato peeling, 
emptying of slops and such work was 
done for them that they might devoie 
the whole of their time to soldiering. 
No attention was paid to the attainment 
of mere military frills. No efforts were 
vwasted to obtain an appearance of smart- 
ness.

Heretofore the. militia has been tlie 
chief auxiliary force on which the na- 
tion has relied for the expansion of the 
army whenever there was fighting to be 
done on a big scale.

During the South frican 
war the militia offered for ‘service not 
merely a good percentage of officers and 
men, but the full strength of whole bat- 
talions.

MARVELOUS INDUS TRIAL GROWT H OF SOUTH. 


It is difficult for one to realize the marvelous industrial growth and de-; 
velopment of the south within the last few years, unless he makes a study 
of the facts and figures; and even then be will meet now and then with 
some story of remarkable development of which he had scarcely dreamed.

million to forty million barrels of Portland cement, five times as much; 
while the output of coal from southern mines has reached the enormous fig- 
ure of four hundred million tons, nearly twice the amount that was mined 
six years ago. These are but a few of the figures indicative of the mar- 
velous industrial and commercial growth along all lines, a growth with 


-which railroad construction has not kept pace, although railroad traffic has 


doubled within the same brief period, 

Here, then, the south is confronted by another important problem— 
the prompt handling of her immense traffic—and it is one which promises to 
be quite as serious, if it is not so already, as the shortage of labor about 
which there is complaint from every section. The cry for more cars to 
move cotton and other products is earnest and persistent, but it seems the 
railroads simply haven’t got them, Nothing tells the story so completely 
as the incident mentioned by Mr. Edmonds in which a certain railroad, 
after having given an order for a thousand freight cars, declined to haul the 
lumber necessary for building them, because of its shortage of rolling stock! 
Railroad construction is progressing more rapidly in the south, it is true, 
than in any other section, and yet it might be doubled with profit to the 
investment. 

It is a great blessing, Mr. Edmonds says, that the farmers of the south 
are at last coming into their own. For. the last six years the south’s cotton 
crops have sold for a total of $1,200,000,000 more than for the preceding 
six years. During that time Europe has been paying to the south $400,000,000 
a year, as against $200,000,000 during the starvation period. The southern 
farmer is thus beginning to get what belongs to him, and once having se- 
cured a firm hold thereon, he is not going to relinquish it. | 

But with all this the farmer, lik many other business men, is confronted 
with the serious problem of the scarcity of labor. Not only has labor ad- 
vanced in price, but in many cases it is Impossible to get it even at the 
higher figure. With this advance cotton growing is costing the farmer 
more than ever before, and Mr. Edmonds justly expresses the view that he 
is entitled not only to 11 cents a pound, but to a good deal more than that. 
There should be no let-up, he urges, in the fight: of the whole south for 
better and for more uniform prices for cotton. 

While the south has shown this development along all lines, perhaps, 
more than any other section, the marvelous. business activity is world- 
wide in its extent. There 1s more work than workers. Not only can every 
available man find ready employment but there is work for two where one 
responds. The situation is reaching the extreme stage. The tide of immi- 
gration to America is only in part meeting and solying this problem; and 
with the unequal distribution of these immigrants, there are many sections 
which have not known even this partial relief.

Brunswick ‘and LaGrange, early in 
December. Pending the completion 
of the @irect line of that system be- 
tween Chalybeate and Atlanta negoti- 
‘ations are under way to effect an ar- 
tangement by which a through seér- 
vice will be temporarily established 
over the line of the Atlanta and West 
Point between LaGrange and Atlanta. 

If this arrangement becomes ef- 
fective Atlanta’s new line to the sea 
will be ready for operation by direct 
service a year sooner than if it has 
to wait for the completion of the link 
between Atlanta and Chalybeate, the 
tonstruction of which is now under 
way. - 

It is to be hoped that terms will 
be agreed upon between the officials 
of the two systems by which this 
new through service may be installed 
with the completion of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic line to La- 
Grange. 

The Atlanta and West Point has 
nothing to lose, and something to 
gain, by the proposed arrangement, 
in that it would, as a matter of 
course, be amply compensated for the 
service rendered. Instead of being a 
competitor, the. new line will be a 
feeder to the Atlanta and West Point. 
It will, of course, become a com- 
petitor with the Southern and the 
Central for business to the Georgia 
coast, but it is not probable that the 
Atlanta and West Point officiais 
would sacrifice the interests of their 
own system to protect other lines 
from competition. 

But whatever may be the outcome 
of this ‘proposed arrangement to ex- 
pedite the establishment of a through 
service over Atlanta’s new line to the 
sea, there should be cause for ger- 
eral rejoicing in the certainty that 
within a year’s time, at most, the new 
route will be completed and in opera- 
tion from Atlanta to Brunswick. No 
industrial development that has taken 
place in Georgia since the civil war 
means as much for the state as the 
completion of this work, which is the 
crowning achievement of the develop- 
ing genius of H. M. Atkinson, of At- 
lanta.

In other words, there is a growing scarcity of muscle in the state 
until the situation has reached a point where its seriousness is demanding 
the attention of every stump, pulpit, platform and other medium of public 
expression. Instead of improving, the situation grows constantly worse and 
the cry from every quarter is, “We must have more labor.” Time rolls on 
and the demand remains unsupplied, though it becomes ever louder and 
more persistent. It has driven the white boy from the schoo! house to the 
cotton patch, but still it is unabated. In the cotton mills it has drained the 
country of white labor and still it is unsatisfied. Everywhere it is the same: 
“Give us more labor.” 

Is any one deluded with the idea that the negro is going to leave the 
city and return to the farm to take up the hoe and the plow? He may as 
well abandon that idea before admitting it to consideration. Again, is prog- 
ress to be stopped in the world of industry because of an absolute lack of 
sufficient white labor to maintain the forward movement? You answer, 
“No!” and yet these are conditions that confront Georgia today. 

There is but one sure remedy: Immigfation. Georgia needs to cultivate 
a more healthy public sentiment on this subject. In an admirable address 
before the state agricultural society at its recent meeting, Hon. 8. C. Dun- 
lap set the leaven to work among some of the most representative farmers 
in the state, and the result is already seen in a widespread change of front. 
The Constitution publishes elsewhere extracts from that address which, we 
believe, will demand the approval of every thinking Georgian. 

The time has come for action. Georgia needs the Jabor in her fields, 
in her factories, in her mines. Here is the opportunity to get it. We can- 
not, it is true, get the highest class of workmen, for we cannot pay the 
wages they command. But we can get some of that same brawn that went 
into the making of the north and west, and that is what we need. Records 
disprove the sweeping charge that immigrants are, as a rule, the outcasts 
and criminal classes of other nations. They are the result of over-crowdeéd 
countries, seeking only room and asking only the opportunity to apply their 
toil toward the betterment of their condition.

MARVELOUS INDUSTRIAL GROWTH OF SOUTH. 


It is difficult for one to realize the marvelous industrial growth and de- 


velopment of the south within the last few years, unless he makes a study 
of the facts and figures; and even then he will meet now and then with 
some story of remarkable development of which he had scarcely dreamed. 

The story of this almost unbelievable progress is told in today’s Consti- 
tution by Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The Manufacturers’ Record. The} 
study of industrial and commercial activity and development is Mr. Ha- 
monds’ life work, and particularly is his attention given to the growth of 
the south, than which no section affords more interesting field for such in- 
vestigation. 

The facts and figures given in Mr. Edmonds’ article leap at once be- 
yond the pale of dry statistics, springing at once almost into the_ interest 
of romance. They are enough to make the reader stop and ask, “Is there 
any limit to possibilities in the south?” ‘Truly, it would seem that there is 


none. Mr. Edmonds takes up the strides the south has made in six years, 


or practically since the beginning of the new century. Here he finds an | 


increase from thirteen million to twenty-five million tons of pig iron, just 
double the annual production of a few years ago; an increase from eight 
million to forty million barrels of Portland cement, five times as much ; 
while the output of coal from southern mines has reached the enormous fig- 
ure of four hundred million tons, nearly twice the amount that was mined 
six years ago. These are but a few of the figures indicative of the mar- 
velous industrial and commercial growth along all lines, a growth with 


-which railroad construction has not kept pace, although railroad traffic has 


doubled within the same brief period, 

Here, then, the south is confronted by another important problem— 
the prompt handling of her immense traffic—and it is one which promises to 
be quite as serious, if it is not so already, as the shortage of labor about 
which there is complaint from every section. The cry for more cars to 
move cotton and other products is earnest and persistent, but it seems the 
railroads simply haven’t got them, Nothing tells the story so completely 
as the incident mentioned by Mr. Edmonds in which a certain railroad, 
after having given an order for a thousand freight cars, declined to haul the 
lumber necessary for building them, because of its shortage of rolling stock! 
Railroad construction is progressing more rapidly in the south, it is true, 
than in any other section, and yet it might be doubled with profit to the 
investment. 

It is a great blessing, Mr. Edmonds says, that the farmers of the south 
are at last coming into their own. For. the last six years the south’s cotton 
crops have sold for a total of $1,200,000,000 more than for the preceding 
six years. During that time Burope has been paying to the south $400,000,000 
a year, as against $200,000,000 during the starvation period. The southern 
farmer is thus beginning to get what belongs to him, and once having se- 
cured a firm hold thereon, he is not going to relinquish it. 

But with all this the farmer, like many other business men, is confronted 
with the serious problem of the scarcity of labor. Not only has labor ad- 
vanced in price, but in many cases it is impossible to get it even at the 
higher figure. With this advance cotton growing is costing the farmer 
more than ever before, and Mr. Edmonds justly expresses the view that he 
is entitled not only to 11 cents a pound, but to a good deal more than that. 
There should be no let-up, he urges, in the fight’of the whole south for 
better and for more uniform prices for cotton. 

While the south has shown this development along all lines, perhaps, 
more than any other section, the marvelous. business activity is world- 
wide in its extent. There 1s more work than workers. Not only can every 
available man find ready employment but there is work for two where one 
responds. The situation fs reaching the extreme stage. The tide of immi- 
gration to America is only in part meeting and solving this problem; and 
with the unequal distribution of these immigrants, there are many sections 
which have not known even this partial] relief.

Time rolls on 
and the demand remains unsupplied, though it becomes ever louder and 
more persistent. It has driven the white boy from the schoo! house to the 
cotton patch, but still it is unabated. Im the cotton mills it has drained the 
country of white labor and still it is unsatisfied. Everywhere it is the same: 
“Give us more labor.” 

Is any one deluded with the idea that the negro is going to leave the 
city and return to the farm to take up the hoe and the plow? He may as 
well abandon that idea before admitting it to consideration. Again, is prog- 
ress to be stopped in the world of industry because of an absolute lack of 
sufficient white labor to maintain the forward movement? You answer, 
“No!” and yet these are conditions that confront Georgia today. 

There is but one sure remedy: Immigfation. Georgia needs to cultivate 
@ more healthy public sentiment on this subject. In an admirable address 
before the state agricultural society at its recent meeting, Hon. S. C. Dun- 
lap set the leaven to work among some of the most representative farmers 
in the state, and the result is already seen in a widespread change of front. 
The Constitution publishes elsewhere extracts from that address which, we 
believe, will demand the approval of every thinking Georgian. 

The time has come for action. Georgia needs the Jabor in her fields, 
in her factories, in her mines. Here is the opportunity to get it. We can- 
not, it is true, get the highest class of workmen, for we cannot pay the 
wages they command. But we can get some of that same brawn that went 
into the making of the north and west, and that is what we need. Records 
disprove the sweeping charge that immigrants are, as a rule, the outcasts 
and criminal classes of other nations. They are the result of over-crowdéd 
countries, seeking only room and ‘asking only the opportunity to apply their 
toil toward the betterment of their condition. Bad ones among them there 
may be, but no more so, than the bad ones right here at home; and for 
such there is deportation in addition to the workhouse and the penitentiary. 
Enough of this bugaboo of the mossbacks who hold Georgia down. It is 
time to get down to business. The great western states are the product of 
immigrant brawn and energy, and they didn’t fill up the western jails and 
chaingangs, elther. No more will they do it In Georgia. They will turn 
their attention to farming and the industries, and they will develop a diver- 
sified agriculture too much neglected in Georgia, because they. know next 
to nothing about cotton. What the south needs is more people to meet every 
demand of trade and industry and to benefit and improve every community. 

The general assembly should no longer dally with this matter, as it has 
done in the recent past. It is confronted by an evil and a remedy; it only 
remains to apply the one to the other, as many southern states have already 
done, and get the desired result.

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TO GEORGIA’S PROGRESS 


Only Remedy for State’s Crying Need for Labor, as 
Shown by S. C. Dunlap in Address Which 
Has Attracted Widespread Attention. 


O address upon an industrial topic 
N made in Georgia in years has at- 

tracted more widespread attention 
than that of Hon. Samuel C. Dunlap, 
commissioner of the Georgia bureau of 
industries and immigration, delivered 
before the recent annual meeting of the 
Georgia State Agricyltural Society, in 

riffin. 

In that address Mr. Dunlap dealt with 
the subject of “Immigration,” partioular- 
ly as applied to Georgia, in a manner at 
once so clear, so emphatic and so con- 
vyincing that he won not only the ap- 
plause but the strong indorsement of 
his hearers, many who had generally 
opposed immigration. without having 
given it a hearing, coming to his views. 
The institution of slavery, Mr. Dunlap 
guid, of course kept immigrants out of 
the south prior to the’ war, and for a 
fong time following that conflict the old 
megroes, trained to work on the farm, 
were content to remain there. Not s0 
mow, when the younger generation of ne- 

totally unfitted for farm work, 
‘are deserting the country and infesting 
the towns and cities, where they can 
wrork two or three days in the week and 
live the balance of the time in idleness. 

Must Took to the Immigrant. 

Coming to the point then, Mr. Dunlap 
aid: 

“If our prosperity is to continue, we 
gust increase our supply of farm labor. 
We have not sufficient white labor, and 
we cannot longer rely on the negro. 
The question then is, where is it to come 
from? The only answer is, that we 
must look to the immigrant and the for- 
eign nomeseeker for our supply. 

Foreign immigrants are arriving in the 
Tnited States from all the oivilized 
eountries of the world, at the rate of 
more than a million per year; for the 


fiscal year, 1905, we received 1,026,000; 
for 1906, ‘1,060,000. Georgia received 
about 500 in 1905 and less than 1!,000 
during 1906. : 

“Georgia has never properly advertised 
her resources, and the many advantages 
ghe hag to offer the immigrant and 
homeseeker. She has set  supinely 
down and contented herself with the 
gaiftless negro labor and allowed these 
foreigners to find homeg in the north and 
west.” 

Georgia Should Open Her Doors. 

Taking up‘ immigration in general to 
the United States, Mr. Dunlap showed 
that every nation of the world had con- 
tributed more or less towards making 
this country what it is. Ireland, Scot- 
land, Wales, Germany, Norway, Sweden, 
France, Italy and many other countries 
have contributed to American thrift and 
American greatness and the result is 
“the United States has become the 
greatest, the strongest and the best na- 
tion on earta.’’ 

Continuing Mr. Dunlap said: 

“What Georgia needs is a reasonable 
share of these good people to seek and 
find homes within her borders. We should 
open our doors wide and invite ail of 
them to come. In order to accom lish 
this desired end we must have pub elty 
both at home and. abroad—at home fo 
teach our own people something of the 
foreigners; how {to prepare for them, and 
how to treat them after they arrive 
among us, and abroad that the foreign- 
ers may gain some knowledge of us, and 
of what we have in the way of induce- 
ments to bring them to Georgia. As I! 
have befo stated, Georgia has never 
been advertised abroad, and I can safely 
gay that 90 per cent of the immigrants 
landing on our shores have never heard 
of Georgia. No corporation or individual 
ean advertise our state; they are prohib- 
fted by the laws of the Unfted States. 
®uch advertising can only be done by the 
authorities of the state itself. In Georgia 
the commissioner of agriculture is ex-of- 
fAicio commissioner of immigration, but his 
department has never had an approprfa- 
tion with which to prosecute this impor- 
fant work. We want ito ask fhe next 
legislature to appropriate ample funds to 
». put at the disposal of Commissioner 
'—fudeon so that he can commence this 
work. We have a good man at the head 
ef this department of the state govern- 
gent and he will do his full duty if he 

backed up with a proper appropria-

“gach a dill was introduced at the last 
‘wession of the legislature by Mr. Law- 
rence, of Chatham, but the farmers did 
‘mot fully understand its importance ~ fo 
them, and it was not pressed to passage, 
end could not be reached on the house 
‘ealendar. You. farmers, who are now 
guffering for labor in your fields, want 
to see that such a measure is passed by 
the next legislature.” 

Where Immigration Helps. 

Bome of the most interesting and strong- 
fy arguméntative features of Mr, Dun- 
lap’s address appear jn ‘his reply to some 
statements made on the same occasion 
by Hon. g. Pope Brown, of Hawkins- 

lle, a former president of the State 

ricuitural Society. In this connection 
Mr. Dunlap said: 

The.idea, Mr. President, that the rail- 
roads advocate immigration to Georgia 
because they want to hau! the immigrant 
te the cotton fields for the sake of the 
yevenue therefrom, is not only a mistake, 
but it is absurd. The railroads derive 
no profit from -the hauling of this class 
©f business. The regular fare for a pas- 
genger from New York to Atlanta is 
$25.00: the rate fixed for hauling these 
¢mmigrants is fixed largely through 
the influence of the railroads interested 
in my bureau, and for the benefit of you 
farmers whd need these immigrant labor- 
ers, is $12.50. The business of hauling 
them down here at such a low figure 
you must admit is unattractive, and un- 
profitable. 

No railroad in Georgia has ever advo- 
cated immigration to this state except 
for the benefit, and at the request of the 
manufacturers and producers of the atate, 
who claim and are in position to abso- 
lutely prove that they are suffering from 
labor shortage. Besides, Mr, President, 
the New England cotton manufacturer 
has no part in the fixing of the price of 
the Georgia grown cotton. The price of 
Georgia grown cotton is fixed right here 
in Georgia. 

Besides, Mr. 


President, these immi- 


a 


Srants are coming into the seuth any- 
way; the states of Virginia, the Caroli- 
nas’, Alabama, Mississippi and Texas are 
bidding for them; and’ are we to build a 
wall around the state of Georgia, and 
Say to the World that we do not want 
any more labor; that we have stopped 
building factories; that we don’t want to 


to construct any more. railroads; and 
that we do want to let all of this prog- 
ress, and the money that we, ourselves, 
derive therefrom, go into these other 
states? 

Not so! Mr. Fresident we desire to in- 
creaseé our prograss; add to our popula- 
tion and wealth: open more farms and 
make better crops; build more factories; 
and make more money to build more 
schoolg and churches until this old state 
of Georgia is actually the empire state 
that ‘we claim her to be. 

In addition to the racts that I have 
just stated, gentlemen, the foreign immi- 
grant is not a cotton farmer. He knows 
absolutely nothing of cotton culture, and 
when he comes to Georgia you will find 
him in the ranks of the intensive diversi- 
filer; raising live stock, breeding hogs 
and poultry, running dairies, growing fruit 
and busy in truck gardens of our state. 
And after he has become familiar with 
our language and customs, he will work 
his way into our factories and machine 
shops, and assist in building up our in- 
dustries, and will finally become our 
lawyers, physicians, bankers and states- 
men, just as he has done throughout 
the great northwest. 


Where seal Danger Lies. 

Speaking of the danger which con- 
fronts Georgia today in the scarcity of 
labor, Mr. Dunlap said:

*“Those who come to Our shores repre- 
sent the very best of the working people 
from the various European nations; they 
are poor and seek America to better their 
condition. If they were prosperous at 
home, they would not desire to come to 
us. Thtnk of it, gentlemen, a man who 
will take his wife and children, and leave 
his home in a foreign country with “but 
$20 in hig pocket—just e ough to admit 
him, travel across the tlantic ocean, 
4,000 miles, and land among strangers 
whose language he cannot understand— 
he is a hero! ‘@ need have no fears but 
that he will make us a good citizen. Yet 
for a hundred years he has been kept 
out of our state by fears of the Georgia. 
negro, the cheapest and most unreliable 
laborer in the world today. Yet you Dail 
him out of the jails, or pay his fines 
rather than make an effort to better your 
own condition, and help an honest white 
man, who happens to be a foreigner! 
Those good European people who seek 
American want tO better themselves. Al] 
criminals, the insane and idietic. all dis- 
eased and immoral persons, together with 
paupers and contract laborers are kept 
out and deported immediately. None but 
the most desirable are permitted to make 
their homes among us, and these have 
no thoughts of introducing their ideas of 
£overnment among us: they have aban- 
doned their former homes and forms of 
government, and come here, to us, to en- 
joy‘and sustain ours, and with the com- 
mendable ambition to themselves become 
full-fledged American citizens and to edu-

bales. 

This briefly is the situation that con- 
fronts us. The remedy can only be 
found in the exercise of the broadesi 
statesmanship, looking to such legislation 
aS shall enable Georgia to intelligently 
and effectively draw to her fields and 
farms, her mills and mines, the mosi 
valuable and desirable class of imm- 
grants. * * * 

In conclusion, Mr. Dunlap said: 

“What Georgia and the south needs 
today, is friendly cooperation betwees 
its every interest.

The Bulloch county display at the state 
fair, which closed in Atlanta yesterday, 
was pronounced by visitors and officially 
recognized by the committee on awards, 
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MON. J. R. MILLER.

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to be the finest country exhibit shown. 
J. R. Miller, the exhibitor, is nOw the 
proud possessor of -numerous first and 
second prizes. 

To prepare and install this exhibit, 
which won the unstinted admiration of 
ali who entered the agricultural] build- 
ing, required one year’s time. This dis- 
play, which, with one or two exceptions, 
is the product of one Bulloch county 
farmer, contains 7,000 articles and repre- 
sents a cost of $2,500. 

Among the features of the exhibit were 
60 varieties of corn; 40 varieties of field 
peas; 100 bales of hay, no two of which 
are alike: 60 varieties of wheat; 65 vari- 
eties of Oats; 100 varieties of Irish pota- 
toes; 7 varieties of sweet potatoes; 7 
varieties of sugarcane; 145 varieties of 
beans; 106 varieties of garden peas, 500 
pottles of wine, consisting of 50 varieties; 
2,000 jars of preserves, jellies, jams, etc.; 
100 large exhibit jars fruits and vege- 
tables in natural state; 20 varieties of 
millet; 54 varieties of onions; beets 
weighing 20 pounds and squashes weigh- 
ing 95 pounds. 

Mr. Miller’s Awards. 

J. R. Miller, who had charge of the 
Bulloch county display and who raised 
most of the fruits and yegetables and 
had prepared on his own farm most of 
the other articles shown in the exhibit, 
received the first prize of $1,800 for the 
best county display, and the second prize 
offered for a display of Sea Island cotton, 
amounting to $110. He hag won every 
prize offered during the past four years 
in Georgia for exhibits of Sea Island 
cotton. 

Among his other awards were: First 
prize on Georgia forage, first prize on 
display of sugarcane sirup, first prize for 
largest and best yield of Irish potatoes. 
He was acknowledged to have the best 
display of Irish potatoes and the best 
bushel of Irish potatoes, the best display 
of jams, of broom corn and of peavine 
hay, as well as showing the best yield 
of natural grasses per acre and the best 
yield of peavine hay. 

In addition to these, he was awarded 
twenty other premiums and did not fall 
below second place inrank on any article 
shown. The general average for the dis- 
play, according to the awards of the 
judges, was 95 per cent. 

The display was bought by the state 
and will be sent to the Jamestown ex- 
position to represent rer spa anere gaprte 
Mr. Miller contracted to the 
perishable articles for the display as 
needed, and will travel Over the state 
next year, securing such additional 
articles as may be desired. He will also 
assist in installing the exhibit at James- 
town. 

Five Crops on One Piece of Ground. 

An interesting feature of Mr. Miller’s 
farming methods is revealed by the fact 
that this year he raised five crops on one 
piece of ground. He believes in intensive 
farming, and this year two crops of 
peas, one of snap beans, of German mil- 
let and a crop of fall vegetables were 
produced from the same tract of land. 

His entire farm of 100 acres produced 
1,000 crates of beans for market in the 
spring, 800 crates of garden peas, 200 
bushels of Irish potatoes, 2 cars of water- 
melons, 30 bales of cotton, 10 tons Of hay, 
besides sugarcane, sweet potatoes, 
corn, etc.

Points Out Opportunities. 


SOUTHERN PROSPERITY

tion.) 

N the south we no longer face the) 
| problems of poverty, but problems 
of prosperity. 

Coincident with the higher prices of 
cotton ruling during the last few years, | 
there has been not only in the south,|! 
but throughout the entire country, an ex-) 
pansion of business such as has never, 
before been seen in the history of on 
country. In the last six years the pro-' 
duction of pig iron hag advanced from’ 
13,000,000 tons to 25,000,000 tons; in| 
the same time the production of Port-| 
land cement has grown from 8,000,000. 
barrels to 40,000,00@Pbarrels, the output 
of our coal mines from 250,000,000 tons 
to 400,000,000 tons; railroad traffic has 
doubled and in every other line of hu- 
man activity the same marvelous ad- 
vance has been seen. Today we are 
right up against the proposition that the! 
expansion of business is far beyond our 
facilities for caring for it.

schedule. Some of this is from incom- 
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mee omepem conn cal limitations of 
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Oo increase the num- 
ber of cars and locomotives by reason 
of the overcrowded condition of every 
car and locomotive building plant in 
America, their condition ts almost like 
buting against a stone wall. They are 
begging for our rolling stock to deliver 
to the car and locomotive works the lum- 
ber, and iron and steel which the latter 
need. 

I heard recently of a case where a 
leading southern road had given an or- 
der for a thousand or more freight cars, : 
but the car works were dependable for 
their lumber on mills along the line of 
that road, and the road was so short of 
cars that it could not deliver the lum- 
ber out of which the new cars were to 
be built. In a general way that condi- 
tion is being duplicated in nearly every 
branch of industry in this section. Not 
only is this due to the absolute inability 
of the railroads to meet these conditions, 
but likewise the inability of manufac- 
turers to secure laborers. 

More Labor Is Needed. 

The labor shortage which exists in 
Atianta exists throughout the country. 
In the Birmingham district at least 285,- 
000 additional laborers could find em- 
ployment. -The macine shops and foun- 
dries of the country are begging for 
iron and willing to pay almost any price 
to get it, but the iron makers of Alaba- 
ma find it equally difficult to secure la- 
bor for their mines and furnaces. There 
is scarcely a cotton mill in the south 
that is not short of labor. With an ad- 
equate labor supply the consumption of 
cotton this year in southern mills would 
be at least 500,000 bales or 20 per cent 
greater than it is. With an adequate 
labor supply Alabama could in five or six 
years increase its iron production from 
1,500,000 tons to 3,000,000 tons, and its 
coal output from 11!,000,000 tons to 20,- 
000,000 tons. 

In looking over the south and seeing 
this condition in every part of it from 
Maryland to Texas, and in every branch 
of business, from farming to iron mak- 
ing and railroad building, we are some- 
times apt to attribute it mainly to the 
high price of cotton. It is true that dur- 
ing the last six years the cotton crops of 
the south have sold for $1!,200,000,000 
more than for the pteceding six years; 
it is true that during that time Europe 
has been paying to the south %400,000.- 
000 a year against about $200,000,000 as 
the sum of its purchase of cotton dur- 
ing the starvation price period of a few 
years ago; it is true that our annual 
cotton bill against Europe now exceeds 
the total annual gold production of the 
world, but even this mighty change is 
only in part responsible for the wide- 
spread commercial and industrial activy- 
ities of today. As a matter of fact, the 
development of our coal and iron and 
timber interests, and of cotton mill 
building would have gone on more rapid- 
ly under low price cotton than has been 
the case during the last five years, and. 
this, because of the fact that low price) 
cotton would have driven laborers from' 


in 


, is costing the southern farmer much, 
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camps and the furnaces. It is, however, 
a great blessing to the whole south 


that the farmers of this section are ati 
last coming into their own. For many 
years they labored for a bare existence. 
Producing the most unique crop of 
earth, the only great staple of world im- 
portance of which any country holds an 
absolute monopoly, the cotton growers 
of this section ought to be the most 
profitable farmers of the world. 


Adequate Price for Cotton. 

It is doubtfu) if any greater fallacy 
ever attained general favor than the 
idea which has prevailed among many 
people that the south ought to see at 
how low a price it can sell its cotton. A 
beneficent Providence has given to ‘this’ 
section a monopoly out of which fits peo-, 
ple have a gight to enrichment. Some 
months ago when talking to some Enug- 
lish cotton spinners, they advanced the 
idea that the south ougnt to sell cotton 
at a low price, ‘‘because,"’ said these gen- 
tlemen, “unless you do so the poorer 
people of India cannet buy clothes, and 
it is for the good of humanity that cot- 
ton should be cheap.” On reply, I sug- 
gested to them that for 4 good many 
years they had been taking the clothes 
off the backs of southern cotton grow- 
ers nominally to put them on. the 
backs of their customers in  In- 
dia, and that henceforth the south pro- 
posed to clothe itself first, and if any- 
body had to lose a profit then the Eng- 
lish spinner better cut his down in order 
to accommodate the poor people of india 
about whom they scem so solicitous. 

With the advance in the price of labor 
throughout the country cotton growing; 


' 


more than a few years-ago, and I am 
very much inclined to think that he is 
justly entitled not simply to I! ceats a 
pound, but a good deal more than that, 
and that there should be no let-up in} 
the fight of the whole south for betfer 
and more uniform prices for cotton. But. 
turning from cotton to general business 
conditions. As I have just said, the ac-, 
tiyity which is taxing the facilities of 
every railroad in the south under .every 
manufacturer is more than local. It is 
more than national. The same condi- 
tions prevail in the north, in the central 
west and along the Pacific coast. Can- 
ada, Mexico and South America are vy- 
ing with us in material advancement. 
Nearly all of Burope is busy. The cot- 
ton and iron and steel interests of Great 
Britain and the continent are almost, if 
not quite, as actively employed as the 
same industries in the United States. In 
the orient and in Africa business expan- 
sion and material development are the 
order of the day. 

Marvelous Worldwide Activity. 

The whole world is opening to a mar- 
velous era of activity, unlike anything 
in human history. To some extent this 
is due to the wonderful expansion in 
gold production, an increase so gréat 
that the total gold output between 1896 
and i916, or twenty years, promises to’ 
exceed the world’s gold output for four 
hundred years, or from 1492 to 1892. But) 
in addition to the great influence of this | 
gold production we have come upon a) 
new period in human affairs, a period: 
in which the devélopment of labor sav-| 
ing machinery—the railroad, the steam-| 
ship, the telephone and other modern) 
methods of business, have quadrupled | 


‘and quintupled man’s productive power. 


It is true that we shall probably have 
our ups and downs in business, our pe- 
riods of prosperity and of duliness as 
heretofore, though the periods of dull- 
ness will hardly for many years to! 
come be as severe as in the past; but | 
business expansion, business prosperity) 
will for a long time to come be limited! 
simply by the mental and physical ability 
to meet the strain of ceaseless activity.

Cotton Dealers. 
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Speculative Favorites Were the 
Hardest Hit 


Supporting Orders Had Only Slight 
Influence om Downward Rush 
in Prices—The Market 
Was Demoralized at 
the Close. 


New York, October 20.—The stock mar- 
ket was thrown into demoralization to- 
day by the further consideration of the 
new conditions in the money market of- 
fered by the advance in the Bank of 
England rate to 6 per cent yesterday and 
by the heavy ftnroad on the surplus re- 
serves of the New York banks revealed 
by the bank statement. The conditions 
as the market closed were panicky and 
stocks were being thrown over indis- 
criminately and at swift concessions in 
prices. Some of the principal déclines 
will sufficiently picture the conditions. 
Great Northern preferred broke 8, Ana- 
conda i0 1-2; Reading 6 1-2, St, Paul 
and Canadian Pacific 4 3-4; Union Pa- 
cific, Atlantic Coast Line and American 
Smelting 4; Northern Pacific and Colo- 
rado Fuel © 1-2; Baltimore and Ohio 
S$ 1-4, and Louisville and Nashville and 
Amalgamated Copper 3, and in the list 
generally, wide declines throughout 
ranging up to 2 I-2 points. There was 
evidence from time to time of vigorous 
efforts to support the market, by taking 
over he offerfngs. But the flood. of li- 
quidation broke through all efforts to 
support the market and threw it into 
the demoralized condition in which it 
closed. London was a heavy seller in 
this market and grave apprehension was 
reported in London for the consequences 
in the coming stock market scttlement 
there. The violent liquidation of specu- 
lative accounts was a demonstration that 
plans had miscarried through the change 
in the money situation. The attitude of 
the bank of England makes it clear that 
no further gold will be relinquished to 
foreign markets and the necessity is rec- 
ognized of attracting funds to London 
sufficient to repair the reserves of the 
bank. Severe measures for the cutting 
down of American credits in that mar- 
ket are looked for. The position jn the 
stock market is generally understood to 
be maintained to an important extent by 
credits thus held. The currency move- 
ment to the interior, especially to the 
cotton region, has been resumed in full 
force and the New York exchange has 
falien back to forty cents discount a. 
Chicago. The bank statement did noi 
reflect all of the expected drain on this 
account and on account of the Canadian 
withdrawals, But, the $16,700,700 loan 
expansion igs clear notice of the pressure 
for credits which the London develop- 
ments have thrown back upon this mar- 
ket. Reports were current today of 
some large time loans being negotiated 
here and rates in that' department are 
6 per cent strongly bid, for all dates 
with an expectation of higher rates next 
week. Relief by stock market liquida- 
tion was thus plainly indicated. Its yio- 
dence and precipitancy, however, were 
unexpected and left sentiment disturbed 
and anxious.

One feature about the present work of 
the local gamblers is that they are said 
to be operating resorts to which young 
men are lured for the purpose of fleecing 
them. It is bad enough when gamblers 
run dives, in which tmey swap money 
with each other, but when they open up 
a@ joint in‘whtch marked cards and crook- 
ed dice are used to rob young men, the 
case assumes a gravit)> that the officers 
of the law must realize and which they

Gamblers Look Prosperous. 

Another thing that has made the people 
suspicious, and hag lent color to the 
reports about the gamblers having open- 
ed up for business in Atlanta, is the fact 
that the local sports all have a prosperous 
look. They are dressing well, and have a 
self-satisfied and comfortable look ag if 
the world was going easy with them. 

The city detectives claim that they 
have ‘“‘caught’’ five games within the last 
two months. Two of the most notable 
were caught last week, and a review of 
these catches wil] make the most inter- 
esting reading along with this story. 

The first catch was when a raid was 
made on the old Hightower house, on 
Moreland avenue, in DeKalb county, just 
outside the city limits. When the raid 
was made last Monday the officers 
thought the house was in the city. They 
had planned to catch the game some time 
before, and sought to get the assistance 
of the DeKalb cOunty officers, but the 
plan failed, and the Atlanta detectives 
and police made the raid by themselves. 

In the Hightower house there was 
lodged, so the outside world believed, a 
‘‘merchants’ club,’’-which had been duly 
chartered under the name of ‘‘The Mer- 
chants’ Recreation Club.” It is said that 
some prominent citizens were behind the 
club at first, believing that it was really 
what it purported to De, 


Marked Oards and Dice. 

The dtectives got a tip and the raid 
was made. Sergeant Lanford, who head- 
ed the posse, states that he found cards 
that were marked, a dice top that was 
crooked and different kinds of loaded 
dice. There were some nine or ten rooms 
in the house, and they were all fitted up 
with tables and chairs, good enough for 
a merchants’ club and convenient enough 
for a little game of poker. 

The men arrested in the housa were J. 
H. Goldstein, Nat Evans and John Howe, 
who were taken before a justice of the 


peace and put under bonds. The gambling | 


paraphernalia was captured and turned 
over to the sheriff of DeKalb county. 

The next important raid was on last 
Monday night when the officers forced 
their way into a room at 126 Edgewood 
avenue, which is over a drug store. Here 
the officers found and arrested twelve 
men who have given bond. In this place 
the officers found a regular stud-poker 
table covered with green cloth. Cards 
were found in the room and a lot of 
poker chips. 

In this raid the detective sergeant hag 
to break down the door with a heavy 
sledge hammer, the men on the inside 
making no effort to open the door when 
commanded to do so. 

The men arrested on this raid were as 

follows: 
George Bennor, Jehn Donovan, John 
WwWhite, alias J. T. WrWight; J. Smith, 
T. Murphy, H. C. Botts, B. L. Miller, 
Charlies Elssworth. G. M. Murphey, Ira 
Ford, C. C. Johnson and J. Heyme. 

These men first put up a cash bond 
with the city of $100 and then furnished 
$200 bonds eacy, with the solicitor of the 
city court. 

Will Evil Be Checked? 

A question that, is being asked by those 
who heve kept wp with the gambling 
situation is: 


“We are dong our utmost to stop 
gambling in the city and are making 
arrests as fast as we can find out where 
gatnes are going on.’’ 

From the men whose duty it ts to pros- 
ecute these gamblerg the reply is: 

“We have been and will continue to 
prosecute all gamblers brought into our 
courts. Thep have been heavily fined 
ang will be fined much heavier if they 
do not stop their nefarious calling.’’

by the solicitor fo the city court that 
he intends to make an effort to get the 
professional gamblers sent to the chain- 
gang, withou¢ a fine and- have them also 
prosecuted for being vagrants under the 
Calvin law. 

A reporter of The Constitution called 
tos ee SergeantDetective Lanford , Chief 
Henry Jennings, Solicitor Lowry Arnold, 
of the Atlanta city court, and Solicitor 
William Schley Howard, of the superior 
court in DeKalb county. They were 
told that the people were aroused over 
the encroachment of the gamblers and 
wanted to see them stamped out just as 
the dives had been stamped out by the 
city council. They were informed of the 
various rumors about there being a reg- 
ular epidemic of gambling in the city, 
of the reports that young men were be- 
ing fleeced with crooked dice and mark- 
ed cards, and of the reported boasting 
of the gamblers that they ,had protec- 
tion from both thé courts and the offi- 
cers of the law.. 

The officials interview admitted that 
here was a, serioug situation to face and 
said they would do all in their power 
to keep this section of the state free 
from the gambling evil. 


Detective Lanford Talks. 
* First, Detective Sergeant Lanford 
made a full statement about the recent 
raids, and he said: 

“Gambling is a vice that hides its 
head. It must work under thé cover of 
darkness and they who carry it on 
watch the police ag closely as we can 
watch them. It is only when we gét 
a tip from some one who has been in a 
game that we can make plans for a raid. 
We have caught five games within the 
last two months. We caught one game 
in the Kimball house, one in the Ara- 
gon hote] and. one in the Piedmon: 
hotel. I -know it is true that gamblers 
every now and then get worse and a 
littl emore daring. If there is a great 
deal of gambling in the city now I know 
it only through rumors that we cannot 
ferret out. When we get direct evidence 
we always succeed in bagging the gam- 
blers. With their arrest our work ends. 
If the courts do mot impose heavy 
enough fines and the gamblers look up- 
on those fine as something itn/the nature 
of a license, that is not our fault. There 
is no use for me to deny for my de- 
partment the reports that gamblers have 
said they are protected. I understand 
that some of the very men who are 
quoted as making guch a statement have 
been arrested a number of times. . 

“If there is any person in the city 
who can put me onto a house of this 
kind I will assure the public that I wiil 
see to it that it is pulled tonight, and 
the gamblers locked up, no matter who

Jury Acquits him of the

zo Haddock, the man who slew Burrell 
Bush at Haddocks, last April, was ac- 
quitted by a jury in a verdict rendered 
in Jones superior court at Grays this 
morning. Two full days had been de- 
voted to the trial and the entire com- 
munity had turned attention to the trial 
witn strong interest in the outcome for 
Haddock. He accepted the result with 
a emile of appreciation this morning, 
thanked his friends for favors and left 
the court exonerated in tae eye of the 
law. 

It was nearly !0 o'clock last night 
when the case went to the jury. Judge 
Lewis charged more than an hour and 
Judge John Ross, of Macon, had spoken 


previously for a longer period of time 
for the prosecution. Within two hours 
@ verdict was reached and the jury went 
to sleep. Their determination to acquit 
Haddock was read in their finding before 
the court this morning. The men 
whose hands his fate rested were 
Mesers.

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County Commissioner Says Delay in Building ‘New 
Bridge Is Attributable to Southern 
Railway. 


ZNERAL complaint ts being made 
( ; about the condition of the bridge 

which spans the double tracks 
of the Southern railway on Peachtree 
the most popular driveway about 
Atlanta. 


For a year or more, say county officers, 
notwithstanding the agreement entered 
into between the Southern railway and 
the board of county commissioners, by 
which the Southern agreed to construct 
a concrete arch over the tracks, the un- 
sightly and dangerous temporary wooden 
bridge which the Southern constructed 
over its tracks when the work of double 
tracking was completed, remains as tne 
only means the public has of crossing the 
tracks in using the Peachtree road. 

The present bridge is declared danger- 
ous to life and limb, is an eyesore and 
@ public nuisance. 


Colonel Clifford L. Anderson, chairman 
of the public works committee of the 
board of county commissioners, stated 
yesterday to a representative of The Con- 
stitution, that the Southern railway alone 
was at fault in regard to the bridge. 

“For the past eight mionths,’’ said Col- 
onel Anderson, “I havé urged the South- 
ern officials at least once’ a month to 
carry out thelr agreement with the board 
ef commissioners to construct a concrete 
arch at this point over their right of 
way. The county commissioners are not 
at fault in the matter; the delay in doing 
this work is attributable to the Southern 
railway.” 


Oard to The Constitution. 


The following card was received by The 
Constitution in regard to this bridge: 

“Editor Constitution:—The condition of 
Brookwood bridge on Peachtree road, over 
the Southern railway tracks, is an eye- 
sore and public nuiwance and very dan- 
gerous. 

“When the Southern railway doubie- 
tracked its line the old bridge was torn 
up and a very unsightly temporary and 
dangerous structure was put in its place. 
The road has been wHened from the city 
out, which adds greatly to the danger. 

“The people thought that this was only 
a temporary matter and that as soon 
as the railroad finished its tracks they 
would have a fine steel bridge, but they 
have been disappointed now for about a 
year.

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Warrant Is Out for Arrest of Emery 
for Criminal Libel, and He’s 
Also Defendant ‘tn Civil 
Suit for $250,000 
Damages. 
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"4 Philadelphia, October 20.—Counsel rep- 
resenting state senator James M. Mc- 
Nichol, of this city today obtained 4 
warrant for the arrest of Lewis Dmery, 
Jr., a fusion candidate for gowernor of 
Pennsylvania, on a charge of criminal 
libel. Counsel at the same time entered 
e civil suit for slander against &mery 
asking $250,000 damages. 

The libel charges grew out of a speech 

delivered by Mr.. Emery at Lebanon last 
Monday in which he charged Senator Mc- 
Nichol with bribing five democrats, mem- 
bers of the legislature in .190! to vote 
for William T. Marshall, of Pittsburg, 
for speaker of the house of representa- 
tives and to make certain the re-election 
of M. §&.

They will be brought 
across the ocean by contract and will be 
subject to rigid medical inspection before 
leaving for Panama. While at 
Panama their health will be carefully 
watched, their sanitary conditions will be 
. better than at home, and the probability 
ig that they will solve the labor problem 
there. Chinese coolies were imported 
during the building of the Panama rail- 
road, but no regard was paid to their 
health, and in the malarious conditions 
which then prevailed they died by hun- 
dreds. At one time an epidemic of sui- 
cide broke out among them, and so many 
killed themselves at one place along the 
road that the station there got the name 
of Matachin, which means ‘dead China- 
man.’’ It has that name to this day. 


The Chinese in South Africa. 

Secretary Taft is anxious to throw all 
jafeguards about the Chinese and to pro- 
sect them in every possible way not only 
as to their health, but as to impositiens 
of any kind. The conditions of introduc- 
tion will be about the same as those now 
employed in bringing coolies from China 
to South Africa to satisfy the laber 
famine which exists there. The gold 
mines of the Rand have long been short 
of workmen. The Hast Indians who 
were imported are not a success, and the 
Kaffirs; who have done a great deal of 
work up to this time, are growing more 
ang more unreliable from year to year. 
They will work only when they are 
hungry, and as their wants are few, they 
can, get enough to satisfy them by labor- 
ing from oné-third to one-half the time. 
The result is they are idle from six to 
eight months every year, and the oper- 
ators of the mines never know when a 
gang will leave in a body. 

It was in 1904 that the Transvaal be- 
gan to import Chinese coolies. It has 
now brought in thirty or more ship loads, 
containing altogether anout 50,000 Chi- 
nese. Of these more than two- thirds 
have been taken from north China, of 
which less than one in one hundred has 
died from sickyjess. 


Choosing) Coolies for Panama. 
Our coolies will be secured after the 
Same method that the British used to 
get coolies for South Africa. The South 
African Chinese were gathered by the 
English mercantile firms in China, who 
received certain sums for every sound 
healthy coolie heteectoll at the port of 
embarkation. We shall have to make 
arrangements with the government ai 
Peking and our coolies will be carefully 
examined by doctors again and again 
before they are shipped. Their first ex 
amination will be made by the Americar 
medical missionary nearest home, and the 
others by the doctors at the ports. Bar. 
racks will probably be built at the place 
of embarkation to store the coolies unt, 
the ships are ready to take them, 
the men will be gone over again 
again by the doctors. Their eyesigh: 
and hearing will be inspected and a 
rigid physical examination made. Be. 
fore the latter, each coolie will be ‘tho-r- 
oughly scrubbed with soap and warn, 
water, and after the examination he wil| 
be vaccinated, photographed and taggea 
with a card corresponding to his lette; 
of identification. Before he signs a con- 
tract he will be made to understand 
just what the contract is, and-that he 
signs it only his own volition. In this 
he will be protected by the’ Chinese gov - 
ernment officials, who will ask him aii! 
sorts of questions to see that he knows 
just what he is doing. “Here are some 
of the questions which will be put to 
him:

mind. The only requirement is that he 
leave this port within twenty-four 


heurs.’’ 


Tagged With Lead Disks. 

At the final inspection each Chinese will 
receive a lead disk stamped with the 
number of his Kentffication card and con- 
tract. This he will carry with him te 
Panama, and it will be probably used by 
him frem day to day in collecting his 
wages. Before he goes on board ship, 
however, he will have to pass a final 
medical examination. For this several 
hundred coolies will be brought into a 
large hall at e time, and each must then 
b2 clag only in a piece of string and his 
paper tag. The men will be taken one 
by one into an adjoining room to be ex- 
amined by the doctors and by Chinese 
clerks, who will see whether their iphyst- 
cul appearance corresponds with their 
identification tags. If they are found cor- 
rect the men will pass on into a third 
room, where there is a tank of warm 
water in which he must wash off the last 
dust of China from his body. He will 
then go on into a dressing room to put 
on new, clean clothes ang perhaps a un1- 
fcrm furnished by the contractors of the 
(Panama canal. It is. here that the 
icoolie changes his paper tag for a lead 
disk, and here he gets his first payment 
of a month’s wages, pernaps in advance, 
so that he may settle his last bills itn 
China before saying goodby to his family 
and going on board. 


The Wages of the Chinese. 


The Chinese coolies who have gone to

day with food, and skilled workmen less 
This is, of course, in the 
interior, where wages have not been 
affected by the modern progress move- 
ments. 

Professiona] men are paid similarly low 
wages. In almost any Chinese city you 
can get thirty 
forty-eight hours for 30 simoleons, and 
in the backwoeds of China a doctor will 
charge you 20 cents a. visit and think 
himself well paid. 

In the factories wages are very low. 
There are about twenty thousand silk 
hands in the mills at Shanghai, and 
among them are children who work for 
3 cents a day and women weavers who 
get 5 cents. I wenr through a large 
factory employing hundreds of females, 
jan dthe highest paid woman in the whole 
jestablishment got 26 cents for a 13-hour 
day. I also went through the cotten mills 
which are now springing up in various 
parts of China and asked as to the 
wages. The factory girls at Shanghai 
were then receiving on the average about 
14 cents of our moeney a day and the 
poorer hands fdid not get more than 5 
cents. The hours were from 6 until 6 
with thirty minutes at noon for luncheon, 
of the world more honeycombed with 
that part of China, and they thought 
themselves lucky to get the job, 


Chinese Unions at Panama. 

The coolies will probably organize their 
own unions at Panama, and that soon 
after their arrival. There is no country 
of the world more honecombed with 
trades unions than theirs, and when they 
go abroad they will carry their union 
rules with them. This is the case with 
the Chinese in the ‘Philippines, at Singa- 
pore, in Hawaii and in almost.every for- 
eign settlement and -is bound ‘to be so 
at Panama. The labor unions in China 
are almost as important as are our 
unions here. During my stay in Tien- 
tsin some years ago Li Hung Chang was 
thé viceroy of Pechilli, and as such he 
was interested in bringing the an- 
haikwan railroad into Tientsin. He was 
able to get it only to the banks of the 
Petho river opposite that city. He started 
to build a bridge, when the boatmen’s 
union objected, and he had to put his 
station on the other side. The boatmen 
are among the lowest of the Chinese 
coolies, and Li Hung Chang was the 
strongest official the celestia] empire has 
ever had: but Li did not dare to an- 
|tagonize the boatmen. 
| Another strong union is that of the

Two important causes of heart trouble 
are underwork and overwork, but chiefly 
underwork. Where due to overwork it 
has been physical, not mental. The hearts 
of long-distance remners and bicyclists 
sometimes become hypertrophied, while 
children sometimes succumb to too ardu- 
ous play.
